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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 and 3-23 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis 

for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lyons (US Patent 6,270,929) in view of Nozaki (WO 
03/014830). 

Lyons teaches a process of forming a metal feature using a photoresist 
pattern. Figures 7-9 and column 5, starting at line 11, teaches the process 
whereby a photoresist opening is formed on substrate (Figure 7, feature 72). 
The photoresist is then swelled using a solvent or organic material (column 
5, lines 51-56). Once the photoresist is swelled an opening is formed which 
is smaller than the original opening, with the top of the opening being 
smaller than the bottom of the opening. Figure 11 and column 6, lines 14- 
38, teach applying a conductive material to the formed opening as recited in 
claims 18-23 of the current application. 
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Lyons does not teach some of the specifics. These are taught by 
Nozaki as discussed in the previous office action. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to have used the chemical properties of a resist layer to cause swelling 
leading to a decrease in the size of the opening because Lyons teaches that 
such a process is useful in forming conductive patterns as in the claimed 
process.
